A Flask, inverted cone shaped body on a foot, short ribbed neck, 
handle from rim to shoulders, unglazed pottery, the shoulders 
modelled in two relief bands divided by a row of circles, above 
are detached six petalled flowers, and below a row of birds, 
72 in. high; Sassanian, 3rd to Tth Cent.

A Bowl (Laabi), straight sided on a foot, a band of scratched 
circles round the inside under a thin cream glaze and four 
green stripes, the lower part outside unglazed, 34 in. high, 
74 in. diam.; c.

A Bowl (Lagivardi Tela Koub), hemispherical, on an unglazed 
foot, inside and outside in lapis blue, the inside divided by 
six radiating panels in white and red relieved by gold, out- 
side with white vertical lines, 33 in. high, 84 in. diam.;

A Bowl (Lagivardi Tela Koub), hemispherical, on an unglazed 
foot, cream glazed, inside with cruciform bands in red, white 
and gold on blue ground, and four cone shaped panels of 
ornament between, in scrolls and dots, outside vertical 
blue lines, 34 in. high, 74 in. diam.; Rhages, 11th to 12th 
Cent.

A Dish (Talat), tazza form, with border of Cufie characters 
repeated round the rim, in the centre a humped ox running 
to the right, with some bold foliage in white on a gold lustre 
ground, outside an inscription, 34 im. high, 7% in. diam.;

A Bowl (Yala), hemispherical, inside decorated in five panels 
radiating from a ten-pointed centre containing a man seated 
sideways, the gold lustre touched with red, outside a foliated 
scroll in gold lustre on cream glaze, 34 in. high, 74 in. diam.;
